Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Two excisions are required to remove depictions of highly degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning sexual conduct, presented in a manner that exacerbates these effects. The first excision 
removes part of the trailer for Perfect Specimens. The second excision removes the entire trailer for 
Feeding Frem^J. The manner of presentation in these trailers reduces sexual acts such as fellatio and 
ejaculation to a series of contrived displays where women are depicted as eager to demean 
themselves and are apparently happy to be treated in a manner that degrades, dehumanises and 
demeans them. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Once You Go Flack 3 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD Once You Go Flack 3 contains a feature largely consisting of explicit depictions of sexual 
activity in five scenes, involving women of European or Asian descent and African-American men. 
A version of the same tide in video recording format was previously classified as objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years (OFLC No. 402007). The DVD also contains three trailers for explicit sex publications. Two 
of the trailers require the removal of highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning material in 
order to make the DVD available to adult viewers. Without excisions the DVD is classified as 
objectionable. If the excisions were made the DVD would be classified as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. In 
this instance the distributor declined to make the required excisions to the DVD. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the 
freedom of expression. However, the decision is a reasonable and demonstrably justified limitation 
on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the 
availability of publications that deal with matters of sex in a manner that is likely to be injurious to 
the public good. 
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
